Mr. Armstrong and felicitous address- 
es of welcome and replies thereto by 
His Worship Mayor Lord and Mr. R. 
L.- Gaetz, Chairman of the School 
and

mittees were struck. ‘ 

In the afternoon, the President, 
Miss Lees, gave a most inspiring ad- 
dress on “Millet’s Message to the 
Rural Schools.” In beautiful Eng 
lish, and in a manner which showed 
that the speaker was herself an 
artist, she showed how Millet had 
brought to life the nobility and 
strength of the French Peasant. 

Miss Lees was followed by the 
Honorable G. P. Smith, Minister of 
Education, who prefaced his most in- 
teresting and inspiring address by the 
statement that no teacher could fulfil 
her mission unless she understood 
the bigger problems that confronted 
the educationalists of the Province. 
The Minister had his audience with 
him while he outlined some of the 
difficult problems that his department 
had to face and how it had overcome’ 
them, and concluded that he was de- 
termined to have a Union Jack flown 
by every school in the Province, not 
as a@ mere empty ceremony, but ac- 
companied by interesting stories per- 
taining to the several occasions on 
which. the flag would be raised. The 
convention showed its appreciation of 
both these addresses by hearty ap- 
plause. : 

The social side of life was not neg- 
lected, the evening being spent with 
music and dancing. 

Miss Myrtle Smith opened the Fri- 
day session with a_ splendid talk, 
practically illustrated by her junior 
class on the “First Six Weeks in 
Reading.” This paper was of such 
interest to those who may have diffi- 
culty in starting little ones in school 
that it is hoped that it will be printed 
in a later issue.

BUSY FARMER. 


It is a pity that the Trades :and 
Labor Congress have stopped at mak- 
ing a presentment on the subject of 
Irish Home Rule. It might have 
helped the situation greatly (especial- 
ly as they are sure to know all about 
it), if they had given Italy instruc- 
tions as to her attitude towards 
d’Annunqio and Fiume and the U.S. 
Congress ditto respecting Mexico and 
lynching negroes. ~ 

I am often greatly edified to hear 
farmers denouncing the profiteer and 
his wicked ways. To hear the just 
wrath of the son of toil when he hears 
that city dwellers pay. 65 a tb. for 
butter does him credit, especially 
when we realize that this wrath is 
not at butter being .65 but at his only 
getting .50 for the same. It is so 
outrageous to think that the commis- 
sion man, the wholesaler and the 
retailer should have the effrontery to 
divide .15 between them. Joking 
apart; there is no man at heart who 
is a greater profiteer than the aver- 
age farmer. I don’t mean to say he 
is a profiteer, for the farmer doesn't 
have a chance very often. He doesn’t 
make the prices for his produce; he 
has to take what is offered. When a 
farmer has the chance you generally 
find he makes it the highest possible. 
If you live at a distance from an 
elevator, have a bunch of, say, hogs 
to feed, and run out of grain, what 
happens if your neighbor has lots of 
grain. Can you buy it off him at ele- 
vator price less cost of haulage, 
which would be market price to my 
notion. Not on your tintype, in 9 
cases out of ten you will have to pay 
the elevator price plus what it, would 
cost you to go for it or nearly so, and 
so it is all along the line. Generally 
when a farmer has a corner on any 
commodity he will boost the price to 
the limit. You may call it the law 
of supply and demand, I call it a 
latent desire to be a profiteer. For 
the same reason the average farmer 
is an easy mark for the "confidence 
man, whether he is selling gold bricks 
or the Masonic Temple in Chicago. 
The farmer is on the lookout for 
something for nothing and_, will bite. 
I am a farmer and have been one all 
my life, so I have mixed and dealt 
quite a bit with farmers. The Golden 
Rule is “do as you would be done 
by!” I find most farmers turn it 
thus: ‘Well, I’m sure he would do me 
if he had a chance. so I will do him, 


as I think he would do me.” 


We are told prices will come down 
in the near future. That near future 
is probably like near beer, something 
that isn’t. 

Quite a number of people here seem 
to be bitten by the Christian Science 
microbe. We heard one of them re- 
cently in all sincerity, and with a 
sober face tell of a field of frozen 
grain near Calgary which was rejuv- 
enated and returned to its pristine 
state by the aid of aChristian Science 
practitioner. What is the use of the 
government having hail insurance, 
with all the incumbent expense of 
management and claims? It ,would 
be far cheaper to keep a lot of Chris- 
tian Science practitioners on hand 
and send them to resuscitate the 
grain after a hail storm. It would be 
just as easy to fix hailed as frozen 
grain. 

I have read some of Mrs. Eddy’s 
“Bible,” to a simple hayseed like me 
a lot of it reads like pure bosh. Here 
is a sample from the Teacher's Book: 
“Truth is affirmative and confers har- 
mony. All metaphysical logic is in- 
spired by this simple rule of truth, 
which governs all reality.” Can you 
make anything out of that? “Truth 
is always affirmative” in spite of this 
‘simple rule of truth.’ If I were to 
affirm that John McVicar was a Ger- 
man and born in Hong Kong, would 
that be the truth, or would the affirm- 
ation confer harmony on my relations 
with the Domini.

FRENCH HAVE ERECTED SIXTY 
THOUSAND HOMES IN BATTLE 
AREA. 


Paris, Oct. 10.—Capt. Andre Tar- 
dieu, member of the French peace 
commission, speaking at a meeting of 


the French-American Club, gave in-|~ 


teresting figures on the  reconstruc- 
tion work accomplished since the ar- 
mistice. Sixty thousand .of the 550,- 
000 houses in the battle area, wreck- 
ed by shell fire have been rebuilt; 
2,016 kilometres of the 3,246 kilome- 
tres of railway destroyed have been 
repaired and 700 of 1,675 kilometres 
of canals rendered useless in the 
course of hostilities are again in com- 
mission, Of the 1,160 plants destroy- 
ed by the enemy 588 have been re- 
paired. 

Equally remarkable progress is be- 
ing made in restoring to cultivation 
the vast areas in the devastated area 
The devastated area embraced 4,500, 
000 acres. Of this approximately 
1,000,000 acres have becn returned 
to the farmers, and 500,000 acres of 
it are ready for the seed. Ten mil- 
lion metres—over 600,000 miles of 
barbed wire have been disentangled 
and carried away in the operation. 

Commissioner Tardieu added that a 
country which had lost nearly 2,000,- 
000 million 
acitated by war, which had been de- 
prived by invasion cf one-fifth of its 
productive capacity, and which never- 
theless of its own efforts had accom- 
plished such a showing as that cited 
above, has a right to. rely on the 
effective help of its allies to restore 
completely its economical and finan- 
cial status.

LENINE ORDERED 
ARREST OF TROTSKY 


FAILED AND IN NOW IN JAIL 
HIMSELF. 


London, Oct. 9—Advice to Hels- 
ingfors, Finland, report that Nikolai 
Lenine, the Russian Bolshevik prem- 
ier, has been placed under arrest in 
Moscow, according to the Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent at Copen- 
hagen. Lenine is said to have order- 
ed the arrest of Leon ‘Trotzky, the 


Soviet minister of war, but failed in 
securing this and instead was him- 
self taken igto custody. 

A Reval message, forwarded by the 
same correspondent, reports a reign 
of terror against the Bolshevik in 
Moscow has been begun by a revolu- 
tionary paty. In this movement the 
Bolshevik leader, Jacob ‘Peters, is re- 
ported to have been Killed. 

Special dispatches from Stockholm 

on September 25th carried a report 
that Premier Lenine was being kept 
prisoner in the Kremlin at Moscow 
and that Peoples commissary Ders- 
hinski was in power and directing 
the movements of the army. 
Jacob Peters has been described in 
dispatches of correspondents report- 
ing on Russian affairs as leader of 
the red terror in Moscow. 

London Oct. 9.—Confirmation of 
recent reports that General Simon 
Petdura. the Ukrainian military lead- 
er, had declared war on General Den- 
ikine, the Cossack anti-Bolshevik 
commander in South Russia, was giv- 
en yesterday by the Ukrainian diplo- 
matic mission in London. 

The mission stated that it had re- 
ceived an official ‘elegram from Ka- 
meneiz-Podolsk, making this  an- 
ncuncement. 

Y»Tecn, Oct. 7 —“he capture of the 
city of Veronesh 275 miles snotheast 
of Moscow, by the anti-Bolshevik for- 
ces of General Denikine, is admitted 
in a Russian soviet wireless message 
from Moscow received Wednesday. 
General Denikine’s cavalry is ad- 
vancing on Usman, 35 miles north of 
Voronash the message adds. 

A message from General Denikine’s 
headquarters received October 7th, 
| reported the capture of 15,000 Bol 
sheviki “during operations around 
Voronesh,” but did not definitely an- 
nounce the capture of the city. 

Warsaw, Oct. 9.—A Polish-German 
agreement has been signed by the 
Polish delegation at Berlin, providing 
ifor the release of the Poles interned 
in Germany for their military, polit- 
ical or national activity. The revoca- 
tion of all sentences imposed on Poles 
and the free return of refugees are

IRISH HOME RULE 
BILL IS READY 


Cabinet Putting the Finishing Touch- 
es on Legislation Framed Somewhat 
on Canadian Federation 


London, Oct. 7.—Parliamentarians 
say the Irish bill will be the feature 
of the new session of parliament and 
the cabinet is now considering one 
drafted on lines of Dominion home 
rule but with suggested alterations 
that any county may stand out or 
Ulster counties be all included and 
have their own soldiers. 

HAS ONLY SHORT TIME 

The government's Irish policy is 
rapidly taking shape under the pres- 
sure of recently developed circum- 
stances which surprised the cabinet, 
says the Daily Mail. The law officers 
of the crown, the Mail states, dis- 
covered, after careful examination of 
the “suspension act’—an act carried 
during the war to postpone the oper- 
ation of the home rule act—that under 
its terms, the home rule act becomes 
operative on the day the peace treaty 
is signed by Turkey, the last bellig- 
erent to sign. 

It had generally been assumed, the 
newspaper adds, that the suspension 
act would operate six months longer, 
when other measures, such as the 
defense of the realm act, would 
terminate, but the ruling of ths law 
officials upset this view. The govern- 
ment, however, according to the 
newspaper, is under urgent necessity 
of formulating Irish proposals and 
the carrying of them as an amend- 
ment to the home rule act unless the 
latter is to become operative as it 
stands on the statute books. 

The Daily Mail points out that for 
this purpose the govérament has only 
six weeks, as it is expected parlia- 
ment will meet a fortnight hence, so 
there will be only one month of par- 
liamentary time in which to carry 
out what will be highly controvérsial 
proposals. 

The scheme has not yet been fixed 
definitely, but the ministers have de- 
cided to offer the Nationalists of Ire- 
land what they describe as very gen- 
erous proposals indeed. It will un- 
doubtedly take the form of a wide 
measure of home rule, but the pledg- 
es given to Ulster are held as binding 
and the exclusion of all counties 
where Ulster men predominate is 
contemplated. It is that the system 
of proportional representation recent- 
ly enacted for the Irish municipal 
elections will be applied in the elec- 
tions of the home rule parliament. 

The cahinet committee ‘vhigh was 
constituted to draft the Irish propos- 
als, has met frequently, and the 
whole cabinet on Tuesday discussed 
the scheme and carried it further. 


THE NAVY LEAGUE 


The Navy League of Canada is 
having a special canvass for member- 
ship and funds throughout the Dom- 
inion, commencing October 20th to 
24th. Alberta has been asked to 
Taise $25,000.00. Committees are 
being appointed in every town and 
village to help in carrying out the 
work. The clergymen of all denomi- 
nations are also being asked to make 
special mention in their sermons on 
Sunday, October 19th, of the work of 
the sailors during the war, and also 
to commemorate Nelson Day, October 
21st. 

Last year the Navy League raised 
$1,500,000 to assist in carrying for- 
ward the work amongst dependents 
of the brave sailors who gave their 
lives in the war; many of their fam- 
ilies were assisted, and their children 
sent to school and college. Homes, 
asylums, schools and other - sailor 
institutes were helped or endowed. 

This year the League will endeav- 
or to raise $500,000, largely for their 
Canadian work, and for the men of 
the merchant marine, sailors’ homes 
and institutions, educational work 
and boys’ naval brigades. 

Every citizen in Canada should be 
vitally interested in this work, par- 
ticularly as the sailors did so much 
in protecting our soldiers, our pro- 
duce, and our country.

Calgary Snow Reported 
Heavier As Mountain 
Region Is Reached 


Calgary, October 8.—Heralded by a 
terrific wind from the northwest, win- 
ter.swept down upon central and 


southern Alberta Tuesday night, and 
Calgary thermometers dropped from 
summer to winter temperature in a 
few hours.

SUDDEN TRANSITION 


The sudden_transition from the 


balmy airs of Indian summer to the 


frigidity of winter was marked over 
the whole southern area of Alberta. 


The storm extended from the British 
Columbia border’ east to Saskatche- 


wan and from north of Edmonton to 
the international boundary. 

Curiously enough, the centre of the 
cold wave seems to be over Calgary, 
as at 8.30 o'clock this morning, C.P. 
R. dispatches stated that a heavy rain 
was falling in Edmonton at that 
hour. Medicine Hat reported strong 
west winds and a rain storm, while 
west from Calgary to Field, B.C., it 
was snowing. The snow storm’ grew 


heavier nearer to the mountains, and 


just west of Calgary from ‘three to 
four inches of snow fell on the level 
early this morning, but drifted into 
huge drifts along fences and in the 
depressions of the hills.

Deliberate and planned 
massacres, which commenced a quar- 
ter of a century ago, have still found 
Christian countries powerless, as no 
one nation could act without incur- 
ring the jealousy of‘the rest. Britain 
‘convened what was called the Con- 
cert of Eurojie to bring pressure to 
bear. Germany refused to concur, 
thus becoming a partner in Turkey’s 
guilt, for which she reaped the re- 
ward later of having Turkey as. a 
partner in hers. Russia was one of 
the protesting parties, but as, through 
the whole reign of Alexander IIL, 
the bigot disciple of Pobledonosteff, 
she had herself persecuted the Arme- 
nians in the region she had acquired 
from Turkey, she refused .to concur 
in anything more than the protection 
Nothing was done ex- 
cept some relief work, chiefly from 
the United States, which has for | 
nearly a century had missions among 
the Armenians. Today this mas- 
sacring is going on, the race is get- 
ting wiped out, and nothing is really 
being done. Britain has an army in 
Russian Armenia, but owing to popu- 
lar clamor and the heavy cost, is 
withdrawing it. The United States 
has been asked to become mandatory. 
in Armenia_of the prospective League 
of Nations; but not having as yet ap- 
proved the league, has not done so. 
France wants to be, but help delays, 
and murder and rapine go on under 
peace with as free hand as under 
war.—Montreal Witness. ..

KING VICTOR EMMANUEL SIGNS 
ROYAL DECREE ON TWO 
DOCUMENTS ° 


Paris, October 7.—King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy signed a royal 
decree ratifying the German and 
Austrian treaties yesterday, accord- 
ing to a Milan dispatch to the Eclair: 

Ratification of the German treaty 
by the royal decree of the King of 
Italy virtually completes the steps 
necessary for putting into effect the 
pact between Geriuuny and the Aliied 
powers which was signed at Ver- 
sailles on June 28, and which stipu- 
lated it would become operative when 
ratified by three of the great powers. 

The British- parliament has _al- 
ready ratified the treaty, and the 
document’now awaits Bly the signa- 
ture of King George béfore becoming 
effective in Great Britain. Approval 
was given the convention by the 
French chamber of deputies last 
week, and the senate is now expected 
to take similar action on Friday or 
Saturday. The royal decree of the 
Italian monarch must receive approv- 
al from the next parliament, which 
will meet at Rome on December 1, 
but it is considered certain there 
will be little trouble in securing con- 
currente. :

Approximately $75,000,000 is .paid 
out yearly to the people of Canada in 
the form of interest on domestic war 
loans.

‘ On the first day of November in the 
middle of the Victory Loan.1919 cam- 
paign an interest payment of $8,500,- 
000 will be made, and on December 1, 
a $14,250,000 payiment on another 
bond issue will be paid out. 

A man receiving on interest 
cheques of.say about one hundred 
dollars could very well put it back 
as part of the first payment on a 
$1000 bond. The other’ instalments 
could be saved for somehow. 


FOR FARMER CANDIDATES. 


The contest which is going on in 
Ontario is described fairly well by the 
Montreal Witness, but we do _ not 
think the farmers are particular as to 
the political complexion of the party 
opposed, whether he is a Liberal or 
a Conservative. The Witness ‘has 
always been a supporter of Liberal- 
ism, and its remarks are more force- 
ful and to the point on that account. 
You cannot fool all the people all the 
time. The Liberal party got into 
power on a low tariff issue, but they 
did not reduce the tariff two per cent 
the sixteen years they were in power. 
Sir Robert Borden and the Union 
government has reduced the _ tariff 
more than has heen done since Mc- 
Kenzie went out of power in 1§7S. 
We have got to raisemoney to run the 
country, and no better means has up 
to this time been devised than by a 
tariff to do it, unless we resort to di- 
rect taxation, and the*people at pres- 
ent have been experiencing a little 
of direct taxation, which we fancy 
will give them all the experience they 
desire along this line. The farmers 
of Ontario a quarter of a century ago 
rose in their might and elected a num- 
ber of their party to the legislature. 
They, however, were absorbed by the 
Liberal party and the patrons of in- 
dustry went to smash. If the farmers 
party will keep to themselves and do 
not affiliate with either party they 
will become a power in the land. 
Perhaps they will learn wisdom by 
past experience and do this. The 
Witness says: 

“The farmers’ organization has 
drawn its strength largely from a 
sense that the Liberals dil not, when 
in power, carry throuch the Liberal 
platform. A large part of their 
strength today is not the dissatisfac- 
tion with the Liberal platform as 
drawr up, but their doubt that it will 
ever be made effective if the Liberals 
get into power. They seem to have 
reached this conclusion not only by 
arguing from the past, but Dy the ex- 
pression of a number of prominent 
Liberals who deem the tariff plank 
in the platform too radical and con- 
sequently speak of the platform as a 
thing to be modified. But what has 
drawn out the strongest dividing line 
letween the two factions, seems to he 
that the farmers insist on, farmers as 
representatives. The practice has 
been for the Liberal party to leave 
each constituency to choose its own 
representative by a local convention. 
This has had the result of giving the 
nomination to lawyers, notaries and 
goctors or business men in too many

AERIAL MEN MEET IN 
AIR DURING RAGE 


B. W. MAYNARD, THE “FLYING 
PARSON,” IS HUNDREDS OF 
MILES AHEAD OF OTHER 
FLIERS. 


Chicago, Oct. 9.—Eastbound and 
westbound fliers met in the air at 
North Platte, Nebraska, today, in the 
transcontinental reliability race and 
tonight Lieutenant B. W. Maynard, 
the “flying parson,” was at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., hundreds of miles ahead of the 
other westbound aviators, while Cap- 
tain L. Smith, well in the lead of the 
contingent from the west, was. at 
Omaha for the night. 

Maynard, piloting machine N.C.-31, 
left Chicago at 7.09 u.m. central time, 
and flew 886 miles today, 76 miles 
more than he covered yesterday in 
sailing from New York to Chicago, 
but his time, chiefly due to adverse 
winds and weather conditions, in one 
form or another, extending almost 
from coast to coast, was slower. 

He landed at Cheyenne at 6.25 p.m. 
mountain time, having covered a total 
distance of 1,696 miles in two days. 

THREE SNOW STORMS.

Captain Smith, after struggling 
through three mountain snow storms, 
and over three mountain ranges, 


reached Omaha at 7.20 o’clock tonight 
having made 852 miles today with- 
out accident. His total distance since 
the start at San Francisco is 1,460 
miles. 

The remarkable flights of Maynard 
and Smith for two days have made 
the transcontinental race a_ record 
event in this country. 

At the close of today’s flights, the 
flyers remaining in the race of the 
forty nine starters from Minola and 
the fifteen which left San Franscisco, 
were strung out across the country, 
most of them accounted for. Two 
machines from the west, No. 50, pilot- 
ed by Second Lieutenant Hall, and 
another driven by Second Lieutenant 
Queens were missing tonight. It is 
feared that they were lost in the 
mountain snow storms.

SIRT. WHITE -

CALLED TO ,ELUCIDATE DEPUTY 
MINISTER'S. STATEMENT BY- 
G.W.V.A. SECRETARY. 


Ottawa, Oct 8—A _ further §state- 


ment of the difficulties facing the 
government which make payment of 
$200,000,000 or more in gratuities a 
difficult matter for the administration 
to face, was placed before the special 
committee on soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment this afternoon, by Sir 
Thomas White, former minister of 
finance. — 

During the morning session Mr. 
McNeil, G.W.V.A. secretary had com- 
plained that while -the evidence of T. 
C. Boville deputy minister of finance 
was very well-in its way, it was too 
technical and complicated for the 
man in the street to fathom, and he 
asked that some one be called who 
could -elucidate. The result was the 
attendance of Sir Thomas White this 
afternoon. 

The former minister of finance was 
calling attention to the many heavy 
expenditures which the government 
was called upon to face from the 
forthcoming victory loan. Without 
any new debts being incurred, the 
major portion of this loan would. be 
taken up in bank debt and other ob- 
ligations. 

COUNTRY’S: POSITION. 

“Canada’s financial position,” he 
said, “while it should not be called 
critical, is still serious because of 
five years’ war expenditure to call for 
most careful administration. 

“The policy of all nations which 
-were belligerents will be toward re- 
trenchment for the next few years.” 

In regard to the forthcoming loan, 
‘Sir Thomas said he;had no misgiv- 
ings. It would probably be well over 
subscribed, but he could see that from 
present indications, a further loan 
would be necessary next year. Can- 
ada had had to borrow money to fi- 
nance purchases by Britain and her 
allies in order that Canada’s own 
rade might not suffer. ~

TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


Education Department Off- 
.cers Visit Red Deer 


Mr. D. A. Campbell, director of 
Technical Education, Department of 
Education, Edmonton, and Mr. L. B. 
Pearson, Supervisor of Manual Train- 
ing, Calgary, were in Red Deer on Fri- 
day interviewing the School Board as 
to the prospects of introducing the 
teaching of manual training and do- 
mestic science in the city schools. The 
Board took up the matter this summer 
with the Lacombe School Board, and a 
tentative arrangement was entered in- 
to, but when the Red Deer Board were 
confronted with an architect's estimate 
of $20,000 for a suitable building for 
the new arts, the Board quit then and 
there, as a new High School was also 
in demand. The Department officials 
hoped on Friday to devise some other 
method of providing accommodation, 
and getting the work started. 

By means of official visits and 
through large grants. from the Provin- 
cial treasury the Department of Edu- 
cation is hoping to encourage local 
school boards to undertake and to ex- 
pand instruction along industrial, tech- 
nical and commerciit lines. It is in- 
tended to bring about a re-adjustment 
of the existing school system in order 
that the youth of the province may be 
placed in an advantageous position In 
the new development and expansion 
which is coming to the West. These 
grants are given for saluries of tea- 
chers and for equipment and should 
assist materially in the initiation and 
development of a progressive  pro- 
gramme of education-along scientific, 
commercial and technical lines. The 
Department pays 50 per cent of salaries 
and travelling expenses of teachers, 
and 50 per cent of the cost of equip- 
ment. 

It is not proposed to interfere with 
the good work being done in existing 
schools, but every effort will be made 
to encourage progressive school boards 
to provide facilities in existing or in 
new schools so that the youth of the 
province will have that preparation 
which is fundamental to them when 
they are called upon later to take thelr 
place in the industrial fleld, in trade, 
another method can be adopted for the 
root crops where conditions permit: by 
digging a hole in the floor, thus bring- 
ing the vegetables in touch with nature 
by bringing them in contact with 
mother earth, covering them over with 
one or two plies of burlap. The tem- 
perature will determine the amount of 
burlap necessary to cover them with, 
if covering is not sufficient the veget- 
ables will wilt from the heat, if too 
much is used they will sweat from lack 
of breathing space and soon start 


sprouting. In a root house it is a good 
plan to cover beets, carrots and par- 
snips with a single ply of thin burlap 
This allows them to breathe, as in this 
respect they are like animals. In this 
manner they will keep in good fresh 
condition and avoid waste through 
shrinkage. The same thing applies to 
turnips and potatoes, only they are not 
so susceptible to shrinkage. : 

Good ventilation is necessary in a 
root house especially where large 
quantities are stored; foul air is harm- 
ful to vegetables just as it ig to anim- 
als. Where ventilation is bad and a 
large quantity of vegetables stored, the 
roof becomes covered with condensa- 
tion and mould becomes very much in 
evidence. When the condensation is 
dripping down from the roof, not only 
does it cause the stuff to rot, but it 
also encourages the frost to come 
through during a cold spell. As soon 
us the weather moderates it melts and 
drips all over, and more than likely has 
already frozen some of the vegetables. 
The gabie roof with ventilators on top 
and passageway up the centre of the 
root house is a good system. The foul 
air rises up towards the apex and finds 
its way of escape through the ventila- 
iors more readily than it does with a 
flat roof, where it hangs round, with 
the result that more condensation takes 
place on the roof. Again the useful 
burlap comes in handy, as it can be 
stretched tight across the top of the 
ventilators allowing the -foul air to 
filter through, at the same time regula- 
ting the volume of cold air gaining 
access and minimizing the risk of 
freezing. The burlap works with the 
weather automatically. As the cold 
increases the tiny meshes in the burlap 
become coated with frost and ice, be- 
ginning at the outside and creeping 
towards the centre according to the 
intensity of the cold, thereby only 
leaving a small space in the centre for 
ventilation. In cold weather the foul 
air may be seen escaping like stearn 
from a kettle, and if the thermometer 
drops extremely low the burlap may 
close up altogether for a short time. 

When the atmosphere in the root- 
house becomes too warm it will thaw 
a little passageway in the burlap and 
the steam will again be noticed emit- 
ting from the ventilator. The inside of 
the ventilator will become coated with 
frost and ice, and as the weather 
warms up it will commence thawing 
out and dripping down. 

By having the passageway under- 
neath the ventilators the water falls on 
the floor instead of on the vegetables. 
The floor directly underneath the ven- 
tilators is always one or two degrees 
colder than it is throughout the root- 
house. By having the passageway in 
the centre with ventilators directly 
above it will thus be seen to serve a 
three-fold purpose, namely: by divid- 
ing up the bins so as not to have too 
much stuff in one bin; by allowing the 


drip from. ‘the ‘ventilators to fall ‘on -tas| 
floor;and by ‘giving ‘the cold “air” 
greater amount, of cubic: space ‘to main: 
gle with the warm. air.before it ‘comes 
in contact with the vegetables. 

It is well to have an entrance. to the 
root-house at least tem or twelve. feet 
long, in the form of.an arch: or tunne], 
and protected by. three separate ‘doors. 
One can then safely’ enter the root- 
house under all. conditions of weather. 
The end of the root-house next the door 
is the weakest, and it is a good place 
to store parsnips next. the entrance as 
a touch of frost won't -do them any 
harm, ~ 

Where large intition of potatoes 
are kept it is safer to'_put them in pits 
a week or ten-days.in the ficld before 
storing them away. This allows them 
to sweat and dry up again before. being 
placed in bulk. If grain is stacked be- 
fore it is properly cured it commences 
to heat, and deterigrates in value; 
pretty much the same thing applies to 


| vegetables. - 


Many people have trouble in keeping 
carrots, as they are often allowed to 
stay in the ground till they are too 
ripe. Unlike potatoes, they keep better 
if pulled while still growing vigorously. 

Beets may be harvested much the 
same/way, but care should be taken 
to tWist the tops off, instead of cutting 
‘them, as they are easily bled. 

Parsnips are generally the last crop 
to take up, and are not difficult to 
harvest except that they are hard to 
get out of the ground. They stand the 
winter fairly well, and a few might be. 
allowed to stay in the ground for early 
spring use. However, tley must not 
be allowed to. sthy too long in the 
ground in spring, us they become 
poisonous if allowed to start up strong 
growth, and to use them in this condi- 
tion has been known to prove fatal. 

Turnips keep best with the roots left 
on, but the tops must not be cut too 
close to the crown, or they are liable 
to go wrong. It is necessary to pit 
them in the field but if the weather is 
not too cold it will benefit them to lie 
a day or two in the rows after being 
pulled up. 

Onions might be pulled and_ placed 
two rows in one, and turned every day 
with a rake for alout ten days.’ The 
tops of some of them by this time wil 
be all shrivelled up-and they could be 
placed in slatted shelves only one deep 
to allow of the air to circulate freely 
amongst them. Those that have tops 
on are better allowed to remain if not 
dry, and tied in small bunches, two on 
a string, each bunch containing about 
eight or ten onions. The bunches can 
then be slung over a pole so as to allow 
thorough circulation around each bunch 
or they will go bad. 

Cabbage should be pulled when dry 
and the rough outer leaves taken olf. 
They can either be hung up by the root 
or placed on slatted shelves, and if 
plenty of space is avaiJable they will 
keep better not to touch each other. 

Celery may be dug with dirt adher- 
ing to the roots and replanted in moist 
earth. Care should be taken to have 
dry earth or sand around the stems up 
to the leaves, and should never be 
watered on top as they are liable to 
become infected with fungus disease. 

The fruits of the earth all respond to 
good treatment, and with a little care 
it is possible to have good vegetable¢ 
all the year round.

DOMINION PROHIBITION 
BILLS INTRODUCED 


Ottawa, Oct. 7—Hon. Mr. Doherty, 


by unanimous consent, introduced in 
the House this afternoon the two pro- 
hibition bills. The first bill amerids 
the provisions of the Canada Temper- 
ance Act so as to make it possible that 
upon a plebiscite vote of the voters of 
an entire province—which plebiscite 
woul be taken upon a petition based 
on a resolution of the legislative as- - 
sembly—that if the majority...of . 
electors declare they desire importa- 
tion of liquor into that province or 
manufacture of ‘Nquor in that province 
or both, to be absolutely prohibited, 
then under the provisions of the bill 
manufacture’ or importation or both 
will be prohibited by proclamation. 

In effect the bill extends the principle 
of the Canadian Temperance Act so as 
to enable the majority of the electors 
of the province to place importation 
under absolute prohibition. 

Mr. Doherty's second bill amends the 
act in ald of provincial legislation so 
as to make its provisions extend to not 
only the importation of liquor but to 
manufacture within the province of 
liquor to be used. The other provision 
of the bill re-introduces a clause which 
was contained in the original bili as tt 
was passed by the House of Commons, 
but which thexsenate rejected. The 
clause is accompanied by modifications 
which it is hoped will make it accept- 
able. .It provides that the vendor of 
the provisions of the act may be tried 
for the offence either in the province 
into which~the liquor was sent or in 
the province in which the offence was 
actually committed. There is the pro- 
vision that the clause will be operative 
only on the fiat of the prohibition pro- 
visions.

Is To Be Taken 


Immediate Action 


By Commerce Board to Regulate 
Prices. 
Toronto, October 8.—Immediate 


and effective action to regulate cloth- 
ing prices was forecasted by Commis- 
sioner Murdoch, of the commerce 
board at the conclusion of the board’s 
investigation into clothing prices here 
this afternoon. Colonel W. H. Price, 
government counsel, had addressed 
the commissioner, calling attention to 
evidence which he said warranted 
action on the part of the board, and 
Commissioner Murdoch replied: 

“IT am firmly convinced that some- 
thing should be done to reduce the 
price of clothing, and so far as I am 
concerned, a8 one member, I will 
hope to see something done prompt- 
‘ly and effectively.” 

Commissioner Murdoch said he 
concurred in Colonel Price’s declara- 
tion that there had been too much 
profit made by some of the clothing 
houses whose affairs had been inves- 
tigated. “And I am further of the 
opinion,” he went on, “that there is 
more than net profit involved, that 
there is real net profit to some ex- 
tent hidden in certain other items re- 
ferred to in & general way as over- 
head. I think the people of the coun- 
try demand, and are entitled, to a 
change in the situation.” 

Later om,the chairman suggested: 

“If the business houses generally 
that nave been to some extent under 
investigation will co-operate with the 
board themselves and at the same 
time co-operate with the public and 
in the interest of their customers, we 
may go some reasonable distance to- 
wards the desired end of correcting 
the existing situation at this time.” 

Colonel Price, in summing up the 
clothing situation as revealed in the 
investigation here, referred to the 
big profits made by the manufactur- 
ers and dealers, and said to Commis- 
sioner Murdoch : 

“You will notice that the cost to 
the consumer is, in nearly every case, 
nearly 100 per cent. over what it 
cost to produce the article.”

BELA KUN’S TORTURE SYSTEM 


The necessity of justice in tracking 
down Bolshevists {s ¢mply proved by 
the police minutes of the preliminary 
examination of Otto Corvin, chief of 
the Political Investigation Depart- 
ment under Béla Kun. According to 
the minutes Corvin admitted that he 
was personally responsible for the 
designation of 500 political suspects 
done to death, and for the maltreat- 
ing of many others who were tortur- 
el in a specially fitted chamber in the 
cellars of the parliament buildings. 

One favorite device was to fix a 
gag in the prisoner’s mouth and to 
put lighted tapers into his throat un- 
til he confessed knowledge of coun- 
ter-revolutionary plans, or agreed to 
pay a large sum of money. The 
lighted taper was sometimes replac- 
ed by a dagger. Another torture was 
to place before a bourgeois prisoner 
portions of a human body, cut off 
another victim, and to offer him the 
choice of a form of dismemberment 
unless he made confession or paid 
blackmail. Corvin is quoted in the 
same minutes as saying that the 
plans for this terrorism were arrang- 
ed a year ago at Moscow. 

Another diabolical agent, Gabor 
Schon, who has fortunately been cap- 
tured, used to pull out the gold-filled 
teeth of wealthy bourgeois in the 
style of King John, without an anaes- 
thetic. The bodies of all these mur- 
dered persons used to be flung ihto 
the Danube by night—London Times.

BRITISH RAILWAY 
STRIKE ENDED 


London, Oct. 5.—The strike of rail- 
waymen which has been in progress 
upon the British railroads since mid- 
night, September 26, was settled today. 

Settlement followed a meeting be- 
tween Prime Minister Lloyd-George 
and members of the executive board of 
the national union of railwaymen, 
which was arranged at last night's 
conference between Andrew Bonar Law 
and the conciliation committee of 
trades unions. 

The official terms of the settlément 
are as follows: 

1. Work shall be resumed immed- 
lately. 

2. Negotiations will be resumed on 
the understanding that they shall be 
completed before the end of the year. 

3. Wages shall be stabilized at the 
present level until September 20, 1920, 
and at any time after August 1, they 
may be reviewed in the light of cir- 
cumstances then existing. 

4. No adult railwaymen in Great 
Britain shall receive less than 51 shil- 
lings per week, while the cost of living 
is 110 per cent above the pre-war level. 

5. The raliway union agrees’ that 
their men will work harmoniously 
with men who returned to work or who 
remained at work during the _ strike. 
Noreshall there be any victimization 
of strikers. 

6. Arrears of wages will be paid on 
resumption of work.
